AN  ELEGANT  EFFECT 

The  beauty  of  even  a  few  clumps  of  good  varieties  cannot  be  over-described,  while  that  of  many  clumps  or 
a  mass  planting,  in  full  bloom  is  a  glorious  sight! 

In  order  to  get  this  clump  effect  quickly,  try  the  planting  of  three  or  six  roots  together  of  one  variety  in 
this  spot  and  of  another  in  that  spot,  and  so  on.  There  are  many  inexpensive  kinds  that  can  be  used  in  this 
way. 


You  may  wish  some  additional  varieties  other  than  those  mentioned  in  Lists  A  and  B,  and  those  given 
below  will  furnish  a  still  wider  choice  from  among  many  of  the  finest  kinds.  In  these  cases  the  prices 
are  for  strong  standard  size  single  rhizomes  and  they  must  not  be  compared  with  the  thumb-nail  sizes 
you  may  have  received  from  other  sources;  postage  is  paid  on  the  below  if  the  order  is  for  $2.00  or  more; 
under  this  amount,  please  inclose  25c  for  postage  and  packing.  Three  roots  (rhizomes)  of  a  25c  variety 
will  be  sold  for  50c;  three  of  a  30c  kind  for  65c;  three  of  a  35c  kind  for  75c,  and  some  reduction  can  be 
made  for  three  of  any  kind  given.

How  to  Reach  Us  by  Auto:  From  Maryland  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  get  on  the 
Lee  Highway  at  Rosslyn,  after  crossing  Key  Bridge;  drive  west  for  three  miles  until  you 
cross  Glebe  Road,  where  turn  to  the  right,  and  about  two  blocks  away  is  our  Number, 
112,  on  a  rather  large  stone  pillar.  Coming  from  Winchester,  Warrenton,  Front  Royal, 
etc.,  get  on  the  Lee  Highway  as  soon  as  possible  drive  east  through  Falls  Church,  and 
about  three  miles  further  on  is  the  Glebe  Road,  where  turn  to  the  left,  and  two  blocks 
away  the  stone  pillars  will  be  seen. 

Briefly,  we  are  located  three  miles  west  of  Washington,  at  Livingstone  Heights,  cor¬ 
ner  of  Glebe  Road  and  Livingstone  Avenue.  ,
